Prior to the 1943 appropriation 
acts, annual appropriations for 
parity payments were made a year 
in advance of actual need, and 
acreage allontments for the year 
ahead were used as a factor in de- 
termining payments on the crops 
of the current year. In the 1943 
budget and appropriations acts, 
provisions were made to insure 
that all factors used in determin- 
ing the amount of parity payments 
on the crops of a given year would 
pertain to the program of that 
year.

Many Atlantans are uncertain as to just how many church 
activities they may attend in their cars, and, through OPA, the 
Ration Counter would like to clarify this situation Only the formal 
church services are legal in the eyes of OPA 
under tne present pan on non-essential driving, 
which means that you must use public trans- 
portation in order to attend church practices, 
auxiliary meetings, missionary societies, congre- 
gational meetings, and similar gatherings. For meetings such as 
these. the Ration Counter suggests that they be held just following 
the Sunday morning services, in so far as this is practicable. 

The difficulty of trying to find a place to live has been increased 
radically by the restricted driving regulations, and so OPA has been 
able to ease the situation somewhat. There will still be no cruising 
around im hopes that you just might see that little dream cottage, 
but if you know of a specific house in which you are interested, 
and you know positively that it is nct within the reach of public 
transportation. you may use your car to inspect it. 

A few Atlantans are the proud possessors of a motorcycle, a 
motorbike, or sonie other similar machine, and Mrs. John Teal, 
of 2009 Gordon road, called to ask whether or not these persons 
would be allowed to use them without restriction. They will be 
glad to learn that OPA has placed no bans on the use of these as 
long as their gasoline ration coupons last.

Beware of Overconfidence 

The unending stream of military and naval 
successes that have marked the news for the 
Allies during the past several months war- 
rants a word of caution. 

Wars are marked by the ebb and flow of 
victories. There is little doubt now the United 
Nations are going to win. The preponderance 
of material and manpower affords, as the 
President has said, a mathematical basis for 
calculating the future. Yet there is no as- 
surance the future will continue to bring the 
Steady flow of successes that recently have been 
ours. To the contrary, experience should tell 
us there will be reverses and grievous losses, 
for there still are men of craft and genius di- 
recting the military and naval operations of 
our foes. 

The fine line between success and disaster 
is exemplified by the recent convoy action be- 
tween surface forces on the Murmansk route. 
A British “Biue Nose” fleet detachment was 
able to beat off a German unit including in 
its number a cruiser or pocket battleship and 
@ mumber of destroyers. Had it not been for 
a fine distinction in ship handling, available 
forces and marksmanship, the rout of the Ger- 
mans easily could have been turned into dis- 
aster in which the United Nations lost a great 
number of merchant ships and hundreds of 
thousands of tons of war material vital to the 
advance of the Russian armies. 

These fine lines between victory and defeat 
occur in almost every military and naval op- 
eration. They are perhaps better known to 
military men by the term, “element of chance.” 
It looms large in any operation and, generally 
Speaking, commanders strive to take every pre- 
ceviion against permitting it to creep in. But 
it is present, nevertheless, and a diet of too 
much good news is not conducive to digestion 
of bad news when and if it comes. 

All Americans must realize also that many 
serious military operations remain before vic- 
tory can As yet, the United Na- 
tions have no foothold on the continent of 
Europe. In Russia, the Soviet troops are ad- 
Yancing. but the advances are local in char-

The Budget Message 

President: Roosevelt on Monday sent to the 
congress his message on the budget for the’ 
fiscal year which begins next July. That 
message called for a governmental expendi- 
tude, within 12 months, of slightly in excess 
of $100,000,000,000. 

And, of all that expenditure, 96 cents out 
of every dollar is directly war expenditure. 
What are called “non-war” expenses, including 
interest and set debt payments, consume only 
four cents of each dollar. 


The President pointed out, however, that 
much of the so-called “non-war” expenses are 
actually so closely related to war it is difficult 
to differentiate. In fact, said the President, 
“Most of these expenditures are related to the 
war effort and many are directly occasioned 
by it.” Many, too, such as veterans’ pensions 
and social security grants are controlled by 
legal or other commitments. 


Nevertheless, the President was able to show 
how, since 1939, “non-war” expenditure by the 
federal government has been reduced 39 per 
cent, from a total of approximately six and a 
half billions in 1939 to slightly over four bil- 
lions, (estimated) for 1944. 


Refuting charges that the federal govern- 
ment has hired millions of workers unneces- 
sarily, the President said there are less than 
850,000 civilian employes of the federal gov- 
ernment, including the postal service, who are 
engaged in the so-called “non-war” activi- 
ties. There are, he said, more than 1,600,000 
federal employes directly engaged in war work, 
such as workers in shipyards, arsenals, etc. 

Foreseeing a public debt of 210 billion dol- 
lars by June, 1944, the President said, never- 
theless, that the nation is solvent, that the 
debt can and will be repaid. -He predicted also 
substantial reduction of taxes after the war 
is over, but conceded they probably never will 
revert to the pre-war level. 

It was a message that outlined a year of 
sacrifice, a year of allout work and a year of 
singleminded devotion to the cause of victory 
for us all. It will be a hard year, but the goal 
we seek is victory, worth any cost. “There is 
no easy, pleasant way to wage total war,” said 
the President.

Georgia Editors Say: 


YES, WE HAVE PIGS 
(From The Moultrie Observer.) 

There may be a shortage of meat in your 
home or in your vicinity but there is no short- 
age of production in the United States. We have 
never had so many pigs. We have never had so 
many hogs going to market. Recotds are being 
broken every month. Last year the number of 
pigs in the United States showed an increase of 
24 per cent over the pigs of 1941. 

Georgia is playing her part in this increase 
in meat production. We have increased our num- 
ber of beef cattle, but we are specializing on 
hogs. We have a ten-year average of 557,000 
pigs. We practically doubled this in 1942, the 
number of pigs reaching 1,121,000. Georgia meat 
producers did not stop there. The government 
pig survey shows that there will be an increase 
of 13 per cent this year over the pigs of last 
year. 
In Georgia, however, much depends on the 
feed crop. We sometimes have insufficient feed 
to carry all of the pigs to the weight they should 
attain before being marketed. Now that we have 
the increased number of pigs provided for 1943 
it remains for us to provide the feed crop. Farm- 
ers are busy planning for this. There is a lot of 
profit in hogs at present prices. It takes less 
labor for the: production and harvesting of feed 
crops than it does for cotton and tobacco, 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
NON-CONTROVERSIAL WASHINGTON, Jan. 11. — Presi- 


dent Roosevelt's message to the new 
congress will probably go down in history as the least controversial 
of any he has delivered in such fashion up to this time. 

The speech was disappointing to Republicans chiefly on these 
grounds. ‘There was absolutely nothing in it 
to which the opposition could take exception. 
Some of the President's political opponents had 
secretly hoped he would give them the basic 
points of an issue at the very start of the new 
session. In this he failed completely. 

Perhaps the best gag heard on the message 
was the somewhat irreverent remark of a 
newspaperman in the congressional press gal- 
leries afterward, that it represented’ the Ten 
Commandments, plus a few factual details on 
the war, blown up into several thousand words 
—all carefully chosen to avoid any semblance 
of controversy. 

The remark was intended as a compliment 
to Mr. Roosevelt’s political shrewdness, plus 
his adherence to the proper fitness of things. 
It was entirely fitting that he should start the 
78th congress off on a note of national unity. 
Exigencies of the war situation demanded as 

much, 

Also, it was politically wise for him to strike a chord of harmony 
in view of the greatly increased membership of the Republicans in 
both houses. Had he failed to make a gesture of appeasement, the 
invitation would have been open for opposition forces to start 
political sharpshooting immediately. There will be enough of it 


as it is. 
FISH COMMENT How well he succeeded is epitomized by 
the comment of Representative Ham Fish, 
of New York, perhaps the bitterest administration critic of them all. 
Characterizing the message as “a very fine speech,” he even seemed 
to shed some of his past isolationism by adding the declaration that: 
“Everybody is for the general program of a just and durable peace.” 
In culling the message of all controversial material, Mr. Roose- 
velt yielded to the advice of his party leaders in congress. It can 
now be told that he was dissuaded at the last minute from In- 
corporating in it an elaborate plan for social security extension. 
Reluctantly he allowed Majority Leader Barkley and Speaker 
of the House Rayburn to persuade him against projecting an am- 
bitious new plan on the subject drafted by one of the government 
planning agencies after considerable study. The proposed new plan 
is said to go even beyond the scope of the Beveridge plan recently 
submitted to the British house of commons. 
It is reported to be more comparable to the New Zealand social 
security theme, which is more advanced than that adopted by any 
other country—literally a “cradle to the grave” extension of the 


security idea. 
In lieu of what had first been pro- 


JUST PERSONALITIES posed, he substituted a few brief 


paragraphs which were too broad in nature to excite controversy 
and too true in principle to be denied. The result was that this part 
of the speech, which Republicans had anticipated as the basis for 
a new attack on the New Deal, was passed over with barely more 
than a ripple. 

There is every prospect, however, that the new social security 
plan will be submitted to congress as a separate legislative recom- 
mendation at a later date. The way Mr. Roosevelt framed his 
reference to it in his message indicates that he may well have in 
mind presenting it as the chief domestic issue of the 1944 presi- 
dential campaign—if he should be a candidate for a fourth term. 


GREAT WAR PAPER As most of the comment has shown, 

the message deserves a place as one 
of the great war papers of the President. Mingled with the politi- 
cal appeasement and note of national unity sounded, it carried an 
excellent review of our war efforts to date. Most of all, it con- 
tained a ringing assurance of victory which was encouraging to the 
Allied nations in all parts of the world. 

By the same token, it must have been tremendously discouraging 
to the dictator nations, who now have learned how false Hitler's 
calculations were in estimating that it would be 1944 before the 
industrial miyht of America could be mobilized to an all-out war 
effort. He had expected to win the war before then. 

We and the British have taken steps to see that the speech is 
placed before the peoples of the Axis nations. Those figures on 
warplane and tank construction will have a demoralizing effect on 
our enemies. For them it is the handwriting on the wall.

He Chose It

“I plan the battle,” said Foch, “and God gives the victory.” 


The agnostic answers: “If God can decide the outcome of one 
battle, why doesn't He give complete and final victory and stop 
useless slaughter? And if one side is righteous and the othe: evil, 
why is the evil one permitted to win so many battles?” 

Such questions serve only to reveal our little understanding. 
The fact remains that the course of war is often affected by great 
events that occur without apparent reason, contrary to human ex- 
perience and expectation, and clearly at variance with the ordinary 
rules of logic. 

Two such miracles have occurred in this war, and beyond any 
pee they saved the cause of fredoom from early and terrible 

elfeat. 

The beaten British army, standing helpless and apparently doom- 
ed at Dunkirk, was saved by thousands of little boats that ferried 
it = the Channel. The men were saved, but their equipment 
Was lost. 

That equipment was virtually all that England possessed. There 
were fewer than 100 tanks on the island—and these were old and 
worthless. There was little artillery, and not enough rifles for a 
regiment until a frantic call brought a shipload of old Springfields 
and Enfields from America. England was naked and undefended. 

Why didn’t Hitler invade? England was his for the taking. He 
might have won the war in a few days. There is no explanation of 
his failure except that his shrewd, mad mind went blank. 

When the Japs attacked at Pearl Harbor, they virtually de- 
stroyed our Pacific fleet. Hawaii and our whole Pacific coast lay 
open before them. If they had sent in the great armada of fighting 
ships and transports which our fliers later smashed and turned 
back at Midway, there would have been nothing to stop them. 
They might have won the war in a few hours. 

In all other particulars their plans and preparations were shrewd 
and flawless. They overlooked nothing. They counted on victory 
and made certain of it. 

Yet in this one matter of supreme importance, they failed. They 
failed to take advantage of their Victory, and thus lost the war at 
the very moment when the greatest triumph in history was already 
within their grasp. 

Why? Why did their cunning minds fail them? There is no 
explanation if you doubt that God intervened to give us another 


chance.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Jan. 11.—(4)— 
American and British airmen op- 
erating in perfect synchronization 
are beating at the Axis from Trip- 
oli to Tunisia, striking at Field 
Marshal Rommel’s lines in his 
westward retreat from Libya and 
keeping under running attack the 
bases where he might seek junc- 
ture with the Axis Tunisian Army 

In the latest of these assaults in 
Tunisia, an American Air Force 
spokesman reported today that 
American bombers had assaulted 
Gabes, now a main supply base 
for Rommel’s forces in western 
Libya, Kairouan, the Axis traffic 
junction in inland Tunisia, and the 
German military camp of Kebili, 
65 miles to the west of Gabes 

Martin Marauder bombers hit 
the railroad yards and oil tanks at 
Gabes while Bostons pounded Ke- 
bili and Mitchell bombers attacked 


the railroad junction just north of | 


the port of Hammamet, 40 miles 
to the southeast of Tunis. 
Two Planes Lost. 

Over Gabes Axis antiaircraft 
fire was heavy and the raiding 
force also was attacked by German 
planes, one of which was destroyed 
and another damaged. Two Amer: 
ican craft were lost 

The Gabes raid nevertheless was 
“highly successful,” the spokesman 
declare* The Kebili camp was 
left aflame. 

These attacks followed raids by 
Marauders on an Axis sirdrome 
only 10 miles west of Tripoli, in 
which hangars and other targets 
were squarely hit without Allied 
loss. 

One of the most spectacular air 
actions reported during the day 
was a one-man assault by Major 
Phillip George Cochran, of Erie, 
Pa. Flying alone low over Kairo- 
uan, he dropped a big bomb, the 
only one he carried, squarely in 
the middle of the German military 
headquarters, smashing it. 

Tripoli Raid Significant. 

The American raid far to the 
east within 10 miles of Tripoli was 
especially significant in connection 
with indications that Rommel’s 
Army again was on the march 
westward toward Tunisia. 

It appeared to most observers 
here that the Axis was convinced 
that Tripoli could not be defended 
and that Rommel’s aim now was 
to get into southern Tunisia and 
employ the Mareth line on the 
Tripolitania-Tunisia border.

Off Avain From the snows of Ypsilanti to the 
sparkling waters of the blue Pacific, 


the argument has raged as to the merits of football—south, 
east, middle west, southwest, Pacific coast. It shows how 
great interest remains in a fine game. 

The Middle West has raised the loudest voice, and 
among the loudest quoted was the voice of Paul Brown 
(Ohio State) claiming the south didn’t play a very good 
schedule.

At any rate, we kept reading about Brown’s laments, 


and so we wrote a little piece about Mr. Brown and won- 
dered where he got off.

Brown is hailed in the middle west as inviolable. 
Judging by some of the letters, if he were a bovine 
he’d be a sacred cow grazing in royal fashion on the 
grassy slopes in India. 

The letters address this department as “Junior,” some 
leave off the “Mister” and explain why. Others are drip- 

ing with acrid sarcasm and make pointed reference to a 
fack of knowledge of national football. They suggest we 
move around more. Get out of the south and see what’s 
going on. Unfortunately, I only made the middle west, 
east. Pacific coast, the southwest and the south on the last 
trip. I'll try to do better next time and include Canada 
in it. But that would be purely to make travel just that 
much more broadening. They don’t even play football at 
McGill University. 

William P. Darrah, 2883 Indianola avenue, Columbus, 
Ohio, writes a typical reply as an Ohio State man to one 
who dares _— out against Coach Brown’s undeserved 
charges. 


Mr. Darrah ought to know better 
Ty pical Letter than to say such a thing as 


“we'll skip scholastic standards,” when it is a well-known 
fact that a national scholastic association would drop any 
college that didn’t conform. 

However, it’s still a free country, thank God, and Mr. 
Darrah is entitled to his opinion, the same as I am to mine. 


His letter follows: 

“2883 Indianola Avenue, Columbus, Ohio, 
“January 6, 1943. 
“Jack Troy: 

“You will forgive me for not saying ‘Dear Sir’ for I am afraid 
we cannot be friends—at least until due reparation has been made 
by you. 

“To get to the point—you are the author of an article purported- 
ly anent Paul Brown and Ohio State of whom and which Ohio 
and Columbus are very proud. By the way—you will, of course, 
not even acknowledge this missive. 

“Let's look at the record, as Al Smith would say—a Democrat 
if you will remember, or are you a ‘Cracker’ by adoption? First, 
in the last 22 years State has played Princeton, Auburn (remem- 
ber’), Colgate, Cornell, Navy, Virginia, Kentucky, Vanderbilt, 
Texas Christian, California, Southern California, Columbia, New 
York University, Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, Missouri and the Big 
ten. By any chance, is that what you would refer to as staying in 
your own back yard? 

“Incidentally, crowds of less than 30,000 are unknown here, 
the average being from 50 to 70-odd thousand.

“In conclusion, I can do no better than submit the attached clip- 
ping from Bob Hooey’s sport column in the Ohio State Journal 
of Tuesday, January 5, 1942.

So Muc h Hooey ful reporting. We merely took 


exception to Paul Brown’s charges about Southern sched- 
ules. But, as mentioned earlier, one cannot take excep- 
tion to anything Mr. Brown says, somehow; he is an un- 
touchable. He is the ne plus ultra of the ‘coaching pro- 
fession. And anything he says, according to his support- 
ers. goes. If he doesn’t have to go outside and play some- 
body to prove it, so much the better. 


Anyway, here is what Bob Hooey thinks— 

“After reading the big blast, that one can take the liberty as 
stamping as a deceitful bit of reporting, it, however, cannot be 
said that Jack Troy pulls his punches. In his own back yard he’s 
probably the fair-haired boy among the southern football coaches 
and athletic directors. And it can be said that Troy, as is the case 
with Paul Brown, has a right to his own opinion. 

“Troy’s column reminds me of a story, told frequently by Fritz 
Howell. The tale concerns Tim Hurst, one of the best and most 
colorful umpires of organized baseball. 

"As the Associated Press sports writer tells the story, Hurst 
started his baseball career as a player at Atlanta years and years 
ago. He worked his way up to the big leagues as a player. Then 
when his playing career was ended he started at the bottom again 
as an umpire. 

“Heading for the majors, in an arbiter role, Hurst was scheduled 
to umpire back of the plate on an opening day at Atlanta. In the 
first half of the opening inning a visiting batter tripled. The next 
batter flied to left field and the runner attempted to score following 
the catch. Runner and ball arrived at the plate simultaneously. 

“Standing in a cloud of dust and on top of the play, Hurst ma- 
jestically placed the palms of his hands down, indicating that the 
runner was safe. 

“Disgruntled with the decision, a southerner in the grandstand 
yelled, ‘Heh, Hurst, why don’t you quit the game? You were down 
here in the Civil War!’ 

“Ole Tim heard the wisecrack, turned to face the stands and 
roared back: ‘Yes, that’s true.
